MR. CHAMBERLAIN 



Explains His Objections to Commercial 
Union. 



Ills Vldwa on Krci' Trmli'—Imiieilal Kcderu-

Ottawa, Doo. 22. — Mr. Joboi)1i Chum 
borliiiii sat in the billiard room of Riduuu 
Hull tliia ovoniu«{ and coinpliicoully mid 
patiuntly lioarkoiiud to the (luostioniiiija 
of eiglit reporters. Mr. Uhamburliiiu ImJ 
intim.itod tlinmgli tho day that ho would 
f^ivi: uudioiicf 111 any goiitlimien of tlio press 
vvlio dcsiifcl (m HOC! him at six. Eight 
look ailvaiitai,'i! of liio ()p[)()rtuiiity, and 
for fully an hour liu mut Lhu rain of cpior- 
rios wliicli- the octotlo of journalist.H had 
conio prepared to hurl at liiin. The great 
Enylisii 'iladical proved himself i[uite 
equal to the occasion and met the crwss- 
firing witli raro skill, readiness im 
porturability. Mo impressed your cor- 
rt'spondent as a man of marvuUous 
shrewdness and faith in the judguient of 
matters, it will be seen, in tlie interview 
that follows, that he evaded or ab.solutely 
refused to meet a few of the ([ue.st'oiLs 
put, but it was quite evident that tho rea- 
son* foF such refusal was not that he had 
not made up his mind upon them. Hia 
skilful fencing ;uul prouiptitudo in meet- 
ing iiuestions fromall ipiarters drew forth 
llie admiration of the nowajiapor men. 
Mr. Ohauilicrlain is about medium height, 
. with ele.in shaven, well eut iiitellectuid 
face, his nnse jutliug out prcuuinently 
from the faci;. alllmugh having no curved 
lines in its eomjiDsition. lie speaks 
quietly, tluontly, unhesitatingly and with 
a choice turning of his sentences. After 
sumo preliminary (luestiotis tho conversa- 
tion turned on 

THE COMMERCIAX UNION AOITATIOK. 

Mr. Chamberlain said he had already 
expressed himsblf on tlio iiuestion, and he 
hud had no reason to chango his views. 
How was an arr/uigoment cd tho kind to 
be settled with the I'uited .States ! Was 
il [iiissildi! that t.'aniida would give up all 
eiintnd nt hei' laritl'and allow il. to lio lix- 
ed at \\'-ish;ngton '. If that were the uiL'au- 
iiig of it Canada would be giving up hor 
independence, as tlie characteristic of in- 
dopondenco was tlio right to tax ourselves. 
If Canada gave up t hat she •.■eased to bo 
an uidependent cnuniry. A correspond- 
ent .suggested thai the tarilf might be ad- 
justed by ;i coiinaission consisting of re- 
presentatives (jf b.'jth emuilries, where- 
upon Mr. Clxaniborlain promptly replied: 
' 'As the American people are sixty mil- 
lions to your five, the commission would 
be as sixty to live, and in what position 
would your reprcrfcntatives be Mi-. 
Cliamberlain having expressed liis ojuii- 
iou that the mass of Englishmen wore 
.still true to tree trade priiioiples, the 
Mail uorre8])oiidout then pub tho direct 
question, "Holding the view you do, that 
the weight of arginnont is in favor of free 
trade in I'^ngland, would not tho same 
arguments ."Vlipiy in Canada .Mr. Cham- 
l)eflaiu fenccii this direct i|ue.ilion by say- 
ing, "1 don't think 1 should oxi)ress my 
ojiiliiou about any other country. Vuuare 
hotter able to judge that for yourselves. 
1 have ray views, of course, but 1 do not 
wish to obtrude them." To another ques- 
tion from yi'ur correspondent, whetlier he 
did not I'oi'ogoi/.t' I lie adv.anlage to Can- 
ada .and the .Slates lo sell in e.ach other's 
m;irkcls freely, .Mi'. Cli.amberiain return- 
ed a similar answer. .Vuother currespon- 
delit, at a later stage, repealed this last 
question, and got for his answer merely, 
"1 prefer to say that free trade on the 
part of Cana<la would be bonoticial to all 
the World." There was a temporary 
switch oil' the Conuuereial Union matter, 
when the question was propound(!d' "is 
il not a fact that a najtiou in favor of fair 
tiadewas recently defeated in the liir- 
niinghain Chambei' of Commerce by a 
very small majority .'" To this the distin- 
guished visitor replied. "1 really do not 
know that the liirmingliam Cliamber of 
Coniincrco is ;i very impiutant body. Our 
Chambers tif (,'i.nnm^iee in many cases are 
not reiiresentat ives. Iiirniiii'_'liam is a 
town which returns seven members to 
Pftrliamei\t who ail' all free tr/ulers, and 
that is what tho Coveriiinent would look 
to as indicative of the people's will. ' 

MK. CHAMBERLAIN .SEE.S DIFFICULTIES. 

Hanking liack to Coniinorcial t'liion, 
he said he thought C'lnada woulil tind a 
great de.d of dilliculty in carrying out the 
"•• mo. Supposing Canada'.s duties were 
V tiian those of the States the effect 
^ lower tarifl' would either be to low- 
(6 American taritf or goods would 
~lho country with the higher tarifT 
igh that which had the low tariff. If 
.ida's lariir were arianged for her at 
.isliiiigcon she surremlercd the right to 
tax her subjects. Supposing a great re- 
duction i)f 1,'ix.il H,ii l(.ok place after Com- 
meroial l/'iiiuu had come into force then 
by a stroke of the pen, as it were, our 
duties would be reduced and Canada 
would liave tr, resnrt t(j increased direct 
t.'ixatimi. Endless trouble wuuKl be entail- 
ed upon the .M inister of Finance and he 
would not be able to make his budget 
speech until after Congress lias had its 
say on the tariti'. 

Being asked whether Commercial 
Union would lend to the absor]>tion of 
Canada by I hi; States, Mr. Chamberlain 
replied, "1 am iml aw.ale of any case of 
(uio nation umiertaknig to levy duties for 
another nation without 

1'ka(;tii;al anne.\-ation 

or absorption." Ho was not aware, how- 
ever, that tho Americans were asking for 
Commercial Union. A correspondent re- 
minded Mr. Chamberlain that two lead- 
ing advocates of the scheme wore Ameri- 
cans. 'I'd I his he I'ljplied, "Tlie ]iroposi- 
lii.n, as I unib'i.-,laiid it , eonic.s from Mr. 
Wiiil'in, ljut be may la' like Lbi; llirming- 
ham Chamber of Commerce. The .\meri- 
can Congress, in my o[)iiiion, have no 
moi'e idea of p;issing Mr. Buttorworth's 
bill than of Hying. You have to take throe 
ratlu'r impoilant steps before you could 
carry lliis mailer thi'dUgli. i''irst of all, 
yiiu miisl havi' yiui' plan .'iiid let olhor 
jieolde know what il, is; seoiiil, y<m iiuiat 
pr<jve that a majority of the people .if thu 
Unileil Slates want il." Mr. Chamberlain 
was then asked to repeat hia statement 
with respect to the prospects of Mr. But- 
terworth's bill; and to this ho replied, "1 
do not think tliere is the slightest po.sai- 
bility of its p issiir.', Coiigiess. 1 have not 
mot ono single .American in the Slates 
who thuuglit Connnercial I'niun possible 
oxcppt as a stop to annexatiim." 

r.Mi; 'I'tLMii;. 

llelative 1.. I lie adoption at Oxford of a 
roaolutioii in fiu'or of fair trade by tho 
National Asaociatii^u of ConBervatives, he 
said it was an oxtromely foolisli residulion, 
and not likely to have any pi'antical ell'eet 
when il, came lo be thought (jut. He did 
not bolji/vo the wol'kingiiu'n of lOngland 
would lai't,' lu revert, to the small hmf. 
Any )ii'.iiiiisal lor a relui'u to prolecLiim 
involved a duty on food, which meant an 
enhancement of the prices of cunsump- 
tion, and ho did not think tho peojilo of 
England could be induced to return to 
that, lie dill noJ. think the fair trade 
nioveiiumt was as yet, sullicieiitly serious 
til justify anv direct ainwiu' In it. 

Wlicn" askVd how the Euglisli peoplo 
would like ilisci'iniini'.lion by Canada in 
favor of tlie .Slates, he reidied: - "How 
would tho Canadian jieoide view any pro- 
posal (in tho part of England to discriiu - 
innto ngaiustr lier 1 Human nature la tho 
same on both aides of tho water. A dis- 
crimination against England on the pnrt 
of Canada would be like a child 'treating 



its mother worse than a stranger. Ho 
hardly thought it reasonable for Canada 
to aak poriniBsioii from tho Mother Coun- 
try to negotiate her own commercial 
treaties and yp'.. expect Croat Britain to 
enforce tlioao treaties. If, however. Can 
ada wanted hor indopondonca ho did not 
believo that England would light to retain 
lier as a colony. 

I.MI'EIIIAL I'EUEKATIflN. 

;,:Asked if ho considered Iiniierial Feder- 
ation practicable, he said ho had seen no 
plan^BUggosted yot. Before bidding liis 
visitors adieu, Mr. Chamberlain oxjiross- 
od his belief that he would not be through 
his work as coiiiniissionor in time to at- 
tend the opening of the British Parlia- 
ment. Ho desires to take a triji across tho 
continent on tho C. P. R. , and will, if ho 
can, make the journey lit in with hi.s 
other engagoinonts after tho lisheries ne- 
gotiations are concluded. Messrs. Bergne 
and Maycook, otRcials of the commission, 
were present during the interview. In 
answer to a chaffing allusion to the Can- 
adian climate, Mr. Chamberlain said liis 
oxporionce of it was so far picrvsaut. He 
liked tho clear, bracing cold air. Ho 
laughingly avowed he would not have 
time to write a book about either the 
SUites or Canada, as is the custom of 
many of his tmirist fellow-countryinen.

'* QUiiNNAT" SALMON. 

The lied and White -HablU — Oatues that 
Chauere Their Color. 

On Sept. 7tli last, Mr. Thomas Mowat, 
inspector of ll?lu;ries for this province, 
forwarded a letter to P'.-of. B.aird, of the 
Suiithsoniiin Institute, Washington, D. 
C, (not then having learned of that bd- 
oiited gentleman's death) referring to the 
(juiiuKit salmon, two specimens of which 
wiu'e likewise sent in order that an opin- 
iiin might be given as to the goniiB of Uie 
two, one being white and tho other rod, 
In his letter Mr. Mowat states that the 
lish were :i fair .sam]ile of those running at 
that time (Septeuibor), and in their exter- 
nal a])iiearance were in every respect the 
same iis the Qiiiiinat run in Juno and 
J uly. Quoting from Mr. Mowat's letter : 

"I found in making ah oxaminationtliat 
some of the run is pure white, sonie very 
pale pink, bordering on to white, some a 
little darker pink, and others a fair color 
as jier saini»le sent. I also linil Homo of 
them wdiite (jii the outside near the likiii 
for about an inch in depth, then thoy 
gradually turn a pale pink deeponing in 
color as Ihe bune is reached. There are a 
few lish of this descriiition fi/iinil in the 
June and July run, but the majority of 
the QiUnnat salmonrunning now (Septem- 
ber) aro white or a iiale pink. 
Any lish of 'olf color are not canned as 
the cooking svill draw all the balance of 
coloring from them. I iii.ide an examina- 
tion of about fifty lish, w lute and pink, a 
few days ago, and found that most of tliein 
Would spawn in a month's time, in a few 
a little coloring of pink could bo noticed 
just near the paw. The eggs wore also 
v.iried in color, some pale pink, some 
ilee[i jiiiik, and others red --some redder 
than tin; ia;ddest ijitiiimil salmon llesli. 1 
found that the eggs which were lightest in 
color were nearest maturity, and any of 
them would not bo more than three or 
four weeks before depositing. The same 
varieties occur among the Qidiuutf eggs 
when wr strip the lish on the spawning 
grounds. 

Mr. Alowat, further st.ates that the 
habits of Ihe (Jiiiiutdt in salt and brackish 
wati'r are difi'erent from Ihe "colio" and 
"sock-eye." The (,htiaii<tl can be caught 
with hook' and line in the .Straits of Fuca 
ami the (iulf of (ieorgia during the months 
of January, February and March. The 
•'cohos" aro only caught during part of 
the latter month and April, and the 
"sock-eyes" are but seldom caught 'with 
honk .111(1 line. Tile ".soekeyes" and 
"ei>lios" wlion taken in the .Straits aro in- 
variably red. It is always known when 
the two latter lish are on their way from 
the ocean to tho various spawning 
grounds ; but tho QuiniMta are 
found in the straits at ditrorent 
periciils of the year taking spoon bait and 
teeding on herring, nnr is it clearly known 
iioniwliieli ilireetioii they come or when 
tlie\' Iea\ e the outside octian. 

In noting this peculiarity of the (^nin- 
iKil, Mr. Mowat refers lo the fact of the 
tides meeting at Valde/. island, near Sey- 
mour Narrows, causing a lierce "tide- 
rip," anil in this way a portion (jf fresh 
water from the Eraser and other riveis is 
contined in the gulf; in early spring, when 
a freshet i.s in the Fr.iser, a bucket of 
fresh water can be taken at Plumper's 
Pass, 25 mdes from its nioutli. Another 
fact noted is that no white salmon are 
found in- the brackish water of tho Sacra- 
mento and Columbia rivers, nor have any 
been taken off tho west coast of Vancou- 
ver or Queen Charhitto islands with not 
or hook, ;iiid none seen until after they 
are found in fresh water. In the various 
inlets on tho mainland of British Colum- 
bia, which are open to the Pacific ocean, 
such as Smith's and River's inlets, a 
white salmon is seldom found, and if one 
is caught, it is withuut doubt a straggler 
from the Gulf of Georgia. 

In concluding his letter, Mr. Mo- 
wat states tli.at it is his belief, from 
careful examination, that tho white 
and red salmon aro one and tho same lish, 
(anoirliijnclino clitiickku). Mr. K. Ito, 
lish commissioner of .lapan, also agreed 
in this theory, having iiiatle an examina- 
tion when on this coast .and stated 
that they wire .a dillereni species 
of white salmon from those found on the 
.\siatic coast. An opinion was reipicsted 

u])on tho matter fr the Washington 

professoi-8. 

An answer was received from Prof. G. 
15. (ioode, the newly appomted commis- 
sioner, pronouncing the white and red 
s.almoii as belonging to tin; same species, 
and a letti;r Ii.ih since been received coli- 
lirming .Mr. .Mowat in his opinion aa to 
the causes which led to the change of 
color. .Mr. S. Wilmot, of Newcastle, Out., 
: ne of tho best authorities in Canada, is 
of a similar opinion. The opinion is that 
the 7/ii;i/ia^ salmon remain in the partly 
fresh water of the Gulf of Georgia, for a 
eonsider.able period before entering the 
river, and that the fresh water has a teii- 
deney to destros the rich red coloring of 
the tlesh, considered so necessary for lish 
used for canning. This has resulted in 
the throwing away of large niimbera of 
"white" salmon every year, when, as h.is 
now been proved, they are as good in all 
resjiects, save enlor, as the lish eaiiiied. 
This being the e.ise, it is l.i be ho]jed that 
the prejudice I'xistiiiL; against the while 
salmon will be removed and that .so valu- 
able a lish will in the future bo canned 
and disposed of in tho markets of the 
World.
